Secriox 1. That any person or parsons delivering to the
Anditor or any Justice of the Peace of his or their respeelive
County, any number of blackbirds’ scalps, not less than fifty
o at any one time, shall be entitled to the following bounty, viz:
oo roorkiack- For all blackbirds' scalps so delivered between the firet day
% of March, and the fifteenth day of June, at the rate of forty cents
per hundred, and— .
From the fifteenth day of June to the last day of February,

following, the amouct of twenty cents per hundred.
8rc. 2. The Auditor or any Fustice of the Peace shall on
delivery of such blackbirds® acalps, give a receipt therefar,
Auditor 1o gveStating the date of delivery, the number of scalps received and
receipt—Oom-  the amount due therefor, whisch receipts shall at the annual
missbontr totsuementing of tha County Board be presented to the same, and the
wamaate eaid County Board shall then cause warrants on the County
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Treasurer to be issued for the amount thereof.

Sgo. 3. It shall be the duty of County Auditors afier the
issuing of such warranis to make return of the amount so drawn
